War Ord.rs for 
canadian Meat 


Over Six Million Pounds Asked for 
by British Government 
Following previous announcements, 
Martin Burriil, m.nister of agricul- 
ture, has now issued a statement con- 
veying the information that the war 
office has accepted tenders from the 
packers for 6,250,000 pounds of can- 
ned corned beef for delivery before 
the close of the current ,ear. This 
contract igs of particular interest to 
Eastern Canada, as it will provide a 
market for a large quantity of the 
surplus canned cattle that are now 
find ng their way to the Toronto and 
Montreal stock yards. The outlet for 
which the minister has been striving, 
at least in regard to a considerab.e 
proportion of this class of cattle, has 

now been found. 

Mr. Burrill has not undertaken to 
purchase the meat for the war office 
but through the acting high commis- 
sioner, Sir George Perley, has con- 
veyed to the imperial goevrnment the 
tender of the packers, this represent- 
ing the aggregate of the offer of those 
engaged in the tinned meat business. 
Very strong representatives were 
made, urging that a share of the war 
office purchases should be placed in 
Canada, {tt being pointed out that the 
country had generously responded to 
the cull for increased production.

made for the placing of business in 
Canada and he is hoping that further 
contracts may be secured. 

The French-Canadian 

That gracious French temperament 
which hus made their mother country 
80 universally popular, has been inher- 
ited in full by the French descendants 
in Canada. This accounts for the pat- 
ent fact that the Canadians of British 
origin who are most in contact with 
our fellow Canadians of French origin, 
are the stoutest champions oi their in- 
culable value tu the Canadian blend 
of races. They stand a living protest 
against the grosser and more absorbed 
materialism which is the curse of this 
age and continent. When we are in- 
clined to say that the possession of 
money is the chief end of man, they 
deny it in a very practical fashion by 
quietly pursuing more engaging ob- 
jects—the hetter things which most of 
us look to money to buy. They do not 
count their successes in dollars, but in 
happy days—-which is surely a more 
final recvoning than that of the dollar 
idolator.—Montreal Star.

News of the new discovery of large 
veius of molyodenite iu the Gatineau 
district, has aroused considerable 
interest in both’ mining and offic- 
fa] circles at the capital.

When the daily waste is startl- 
ing in its magnitude, when the 
strength and cunning of the civilized 
world are devoted to destruction, 
when debt, the tenacious offspring of 
waste and loss, is growing with por- 
tentous haste, it is reassuring to learn 
that in this part of the empire all in- 
fluences have combined to reward in- 
dustry with a phenomenal yield of 
wealth, It is the products of the soil 
that must bear the burden of debt, re- 
store the wastco and destruction of 
wealth, and sustain the forces whose 
immediate mission is to destroy that 
a grander civilization may rise from 
the cleared and ganctified ground. 
Canada’s peaceful service in prepar- 
ing for the filling of the granary is 
now a vital element in the strength of 
the nation. This does not absolve any 
of her sons from the duty of taking 
their places in the forefront of the 
battle. But it is satisfactory to reflect 
that by the arts of peace we have 
been building up defences as import- 
ant in imperial strength as the guns, 
fortresses, and destructive devices of

Strength of German Armies 


Estimated That German Forces Are 
Over Four and a Quarter 
Millions 
One hint towards an approximation 
of the strength of the German armies 


in the fleld is supplied by the Berliner 
Tageblatt, which now does not print 


individual names jn the casualty lists, 


but simply mentions the regiments 
Which have sustained casualties, the 
regiments being identified by number. 
Thus the Tageblatt refers to the 369th 
regiment of reguiar infantry, the 271st 
regiment of reserve, the 99th regi- 
ment of Landwehr, etc. There may be 
a few more than 369 regiments of re- 
serve, but assuming that the highest 
given number represents the total, 
and adding up the various classes, 
such as Prussian Guard, Infantry, In- 
fantry Reserve, Ersatz, Ersatz Re- 
serve, Lanwehr, Landwehr Ersatz, 
ete., the latest Tageblatt enumeration 
would give the number of Prussian in- 
fantry reg.ments. now on service as 
930. The cavalry lists fonld indicate 
77 regiments, the field artillery 294 
regiments, and the heavy artillery 38 
regiments. 

If we assume maintenance of the 
full regimental strength of about 3, 
vou for the infantry regiment, 900 for 
the cavalry, 1,000 for ftleld artillery, 
and 1,500 for heavy artillery, we got 
the following figures: Infantry, 2,800, 
O10 men; Cavalry, 70,000; fie.d artil 
lery, 294,000; heavy artillery, 60,000; 
or a total of 8,225,000 men. It we sup- 
pose that the subs.diary service, such 
ag pioneers, telegraph and train, have 
multiplied in anything like the same 
ratio from a peace footing, we must 
add at least $00,000 men more, or %, 
5,000 men in all, On thy other hand, 
on this calculation there’ are included 
cvegiments of Landsturm. Since the 
Pageblatt gives the casualties for only 
two Landsturm regiments, the 9th and 
the 109th, ft seems certain that near- 
1y all of the Landsturm is engaged on 
duty in the interior of the country, 
Making the subtraction, we get back 
to about three and a quarter millions 
ag the number of Prussians engaged 
on both fronts. But inasmuch as the 
Prussian forces do not constitute 
more than three-quarters of the 
armies of the empire, the total Ger- 
man forces would thus be well over 
four and a quarter millions. A very 
rough approximation where only ap- 
proximations are possible-—New York 
Evening Post. 


Canadian Four for Soldiers 


Will be Used Exclusively by Domin- 
ion Troops in England 


Canadian soldiers in juugland are 
herealter to eat bread bahed exciu- 
sively from Canadian flour by the 
bakers of the Canadian army service 
corps. On recommendation of Col. 
Macaray, head of that branch of the 
Canadian service in England, the min- 
ister of militia is arranging for send- 
ing Over with the transports sume two 
million pounds of Canadian flour 
every three months. That is the esti- 
mated amount required for the men 
now in Mngland. Similar rrange- 
ments algo are to be made for suppiy- 
ing Canadian oats direct to the army 
service corps for the use of the horses 
in the Canadian camps of England. 
At present flour ig being bought in 
England for the Canadians at $8.10 
per barrel, By shipping direct from 
Canada upon the transports it is be- 
lieved that a better price can be se- 
cured by the government and possibly 
a better quality of flour. 

With the field ovens and bakeries 
of the army service corps, there is 
now ample equipment for all the 
bread baking that will be required.

Two British Prisoners of War Cu 


Barbed Wire and Flee at Night 

An interesting account of the es- 
cape from Germany of two prisoners 
of war, one a sergeant and the other 
a private of a British light infantry 
regiment, has just come to light 
through the audience granted by the 
king at Buckingham Palace to ser- 
geant Birley and Private Haworth. 

King George ‘personally questionea 
the two soldiers at great length re- 
oe their escape. The story to! 
y Sergeant Birley wag particujarl 
interesting: 

“It took us just four days and five 
nights to get free of German soil af- 
ter we had once broken out of our 
prison at Westphalia,” the sergeant 
said. “Il went to the front with my 
regiment, the 1st Gloucesters, as soon 
as the war broke out, and was cap- 
tured on October 9, 1914, near Ypres. 
On the way to the prison camp in 
Westphalia we were pretty roughly 
treated. One night fifty-three of us 
were locked in a church and had no- 
thing to eat for more than twenty- 
four hours. At last they emptied a 
basket of mouldy bread onto the floor 
and left us a bucket of water. During 
the train juorney fifty-three of us 
were crammed into a closed railway 
van for fifty-six hours. Only once were 
we allowed to get out, and that for a 
few minutes. For food we had some 
scraps of bread. 

“At the camp I made several plans 
for escaping, but never got a favor- 
able opportunity. I managed to get 
myself transferred to another camp 
and there began to make my plans 
which have succeeded so well. 


“It was not an easy matter. The 
camp was, of course, surrounded by 
high barbed wire fencing. On each of 
its four fronts a sentry was posted 
and at night four powerful acetylene 
lamps lighted up the whole of the 
camp. 


“Tha great night came. We waited 
till one of the sentries had his back 
turned, and then wriggled on our 
stomachs to the fencing. | then man- 
aged to sever one strand of the fence 
and, to my mind, the tang of it made 
the greatest noise I’ve ever heard. 
But the sentry walked on. With beat- 
ing heart I snapped the second strand. 
That made an awful noise. Still the 
sentry walked on. Then we crawled 
out, free men. I am glad we out- 
witted that sentry, as he had caused 
us a lot of trouble. 

“We had to crawl for 100 yards be- 
fore we could get any sort of shelter, 
and then we moved away as quickly 
as we could in the circumstances. 
During the night a compass which I 
had was a real friend. 

“The only food we nad was a few 
viscuits and a little chocolate. When- 
ever We came near a farm the watch 
dogs barked. In the nights that fol

lowed the dogs always smelt us when 
we were stealing apples in the orch- 
ards. For three days we had no other 
food but apples. 

“It wasn't safe to travel by day. Al- 
though we had plenty of tobacco, 1 
had laid it down that there was to be 
no smoking day or night until “we 
were out of the country. The smell of 
English tobacco might easily put an 
inquisitive German on our track. 

“When we actually crossed’ the 
frontier into Holland, so cramped 
with sleeping out in the wet and our 
feet swollen and bleeding we could 
‘ardly stand, The first Dutch farm- 
house was a godsend.”

o'tyrnest Bevin and Charles Ammon, 
fraternal delegates of the British 


trades conference, to the annual con- 


vention of the American Federation 


of Labor, held in San Francisco. 


“Laboring men of England affiliated 
with the various unious are firmly op- 
posed to conscription,” said Mr. Bevin. 
“We are now enlisting as fast as 
exemptions from military service will 
permit, and insinuations that we are 
not loyal to the government are re- 
sented. Under the law employees of 
the railroads, docks, telegraph, trans- 
port and postal services are exempt 
(rom military service, as well as all 
employees of the munition works. The 
men thus employed in 
tngland can be safely placed at about 
1,000,000. If conscription comes to 
pass the government would not be 
able to add to the army more than 
300,000 men without crippling indus- 
trial conditions. 

“Under the present volunteer sys- 
tem we are adding men to the forces 
for field duty faster than they can be 
equipped 

“Our fight against conscription ts 
an economic one, having in view pos- 
sible conditions that will exist after 
the war is over. What we have now 
represents more than a hundred 
years of concerted action and work, 
and to ask us to give up these condl- 
tions and accept conscription is ask- 
ing more than is required of landlords 
and manufacturers,” 


Mr. Bevin also sald that 9 labor 
unions were not opposed to women 
taking positlons previously held — by 


men in industrial pursuits 

“All that we ask is that women be 
ot Introduced into factories and rail 
way work at less pay than is accorded 
to men. In most of the factories where 
women are now employed they are 
ving trained under the direction of 
our members, the only provision being 
that they go In at pay that is the mint- 
num accorded to men under the same 
sonditions. Under the condition of 
suffrage I believe the condition in 


England is the same as that exists 
among trades unions in the United 
States, and I am free to say the 


woman's vote is sure to come.”

Publicity Campaign to be Inaugurated

R. C. Gano, editor, Judicious Ad- 
vertising, Chicago, in expressing his 
keen interest in the Children’s Pets 
Kxhibition at the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition, December 2 
and 3, declares that a knowledge of 
animals is not so widely diffused as 
(nat of plants and firmly pelieves in a 
publicity campaign which would place 
tue rigots of tue mute creatures of the 
earth squarely before the public so 
tuat .one may avoid, at least, giving 
them attention. 

Mr. Gano, who was a reporter on 
the New Orleans Picayune at the time 
ot the great Mississippi flood, sent to 
Torras, where the levee broke, to find 
“human interest,” gave up 
his newspaper job to try to rescue the 
small cumb brutes he found maroon- 
ed On barn roofs and in houses, tells 
loyalty and gratitude of the 
starving animals rescued from death.

While not so demonstrative as can- 
ines, in their affectation, nor always | 
showing their gratitude by remaining 
in the place which has offered them 
shelter, common backyard cats are be- 
ing ably defended by Miss Marjorie 
Stolz, secretary of the State Humane 
association of California, who js offer- | 
ing two special trophies for the com- 
mon short haired cat at the Children’s | 
Exhibition, which gives evidence of 
the best care pestowed upon it by its 
owner. 

“Long haired cats are more likely to 
be combed, brushed and better cared 
for in every way,” says Miss Stolz, 
“while the common short haired class 
is apt to be neglected unless the 
children are encouraged to give them 
proper care and attention.” 

Miss Stolz, who treasures two hap- 
py, unpedigreed animals she rescued 
from being alley outcasts Is indignant 
that Pussy should be so indiscrimin- 
ately branded as a carrier of disease 
and a dangerous pet for children sim- 
ply because she may pe tempor- 
arily homeless and has no ancestors to 
boast of. She insist that children 
shoud be taught how to be kind and 
considerate to wandering Tabbies 
cruelly shut out from the highest fel- 
line society, without danger to them- 
selves, and should be encouraged to 
turn tramp cats back into highly de- 
sirable citizens of Catdom. This, she

War on Submarines 


Aeroplanes and Destroyers Always on 

the Move and Work Together 

Strangest looking of all the ships 
with the British grand fleet'/is the 
Atlantic liner which has been trans- 
formed into a mother ship for the 
seaplanes. Landing platforms have 
taken the place of the promenade 
decks; bombs are stored where deck 
quoits used to be played; the dining 
saloons have been fitted up as work- 
roorl.s. 

Most of the romance and action of 
warfare, while the grand fleet waits 
for the Germans, belongs to the sea- 
planes and the destroyers, writes a 
correspondent. of the New York 
Herald. The dreadnaughts remain 
in harbor, except for occasional 
cruises into the North Sea, but the 
planes and the destroyers are always 
on the move. They work together 
in hunting “Fritz,” 
ers and men 
submarines. 

A submarine cruising below the 
surface is visible to an aviator. It 
never travels deeper than 30 or 40 
feet, and leaves a_ characteristic 
ripple of air bubbles and streaks of 
oil. When a plane has located a 
submarine it signals the hunters 
where to go, Submarine hunting is 
a tireless game of hide and seek. 
Naval ingenuity has invented no end 
j of methods of location and of de- 
/Struction. Experiment has proved 
[some to be effectual and some use- 
| less. 

If a destroyer gets on tho track of 
|a submarine, it has 30 knots against 
|the submarine’s six or eight. There 
is no difficutly in keeping up; the 
'destroyer’s wireless brings her a 
swarm of assistance. 

Very thin is the skin of a submar 
ine, and very fragile and complicated 
its machinery. It does not take much 
of a shock to put it out-of order. If 
oil and bubbles come up for a long 
time in one place, that is considered 
fairly good evidence of the success 
of the attack. There is no escape 
for the crew; thoy cannot make the 
submarine rise, or get out of it. It 
becomes a steel casket im a watery 
grave. 

No nautical mind {1s required to 
realize that by casting about on the 
bottom with a grapnel one will learn 
if an o bjoct with the bulk and size 
of submarines is established in that 
way. 

“The admiralty will 
any guesswork about it,” an officer 
explained. ‘We may have to put an 
explosive right into one or have 
rammed it in a way that must have 
broken {ts back, but that is not 
proof enough.

The farmers of the three prairie 
provinces threw away $660,000 out of 
che crop of 1914, That is a large 
amount of money, but it is a conser- 
vative estimate of the cost of trans- 
porting 100,000 tons of screenings 
from the prairios to the lake termin- 
ais, Where, it might be remarked in 
passing, this gift of the western farm- 
ers was bestowed upon our American 
cousins at a price which afforded a 
very long profit to the elevators that 
sold them, That amount of money 
judicially expended would go far to} 
ridding the whole prairie country of 
noxious weeds. 

The farmers can no longer claim 
that they have no authoritative data 
on this subject, as the Dominion gev- 
ernment has just issued a very brief 
and comprehensive bulletin on “Gra‘n 
Screenings,” by J. R. Dymond, B.A., 
with “Results of Feedirg Expert- 
ments,” by E. S. Archibald, B-S.A., 
and E. C. Elford, B.S.A., Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman The _ bulietin 
covers the composition of creenings, 
their present disposal, their uses in 
the United States, Weste>n Canada 
ind Mastern Canada, and under the
